The objection was raised that the law forbids the city to lease school 


property for the use of private schools . Then Mr. Toland

proposition, offering to buy.

school building and using the old high school in its stead, discussion of 


which had been indulged in before, began to appeal to the board of ed­ 


ucation as positively desirable on the ground that it would also house 


the new manual training quarters. 
As the Second ward building is not 


fitted for Mr. Toland’s requirements, this plan would dispose of his en­ 


terprise. 


But, the citizen will ask, what of the manual training 
quarters 
the 


taxpayers paid some thousands of dollars to install 
in the NEW high 


school? 


“Not central enough in location,” is the response. 


But when the site for the high school was being selected it was urged 


that the spot finally chosen was not central enough in location, and the 


board selected it. 
To admit that it is not central enough for manual train­ 


ing is to confess that it is not central enough for high school purposes. 


Is not the school board placing itself in an embarassing position? 


If there is no other or better reason for declining to permit the old 


high school to become the property of Mr. Toland, to the great advan­ 


tage of the merchants, business men and property holders of the city, he 


should have it. 
The professional disapproval with which public school 


officials are wont to regard commercial colleges is in no way justified. 


While not inclined to criticise the motives of the school board, members 


of the board of trade feel that they are unconsciously assuming an at­ 


titude not complimentary to their interest in either education in general 


or the financial welfare of the business public. 


The school board should show by its conduct, not that it would like 


to find an excuse for retaining the old high school, but that it is using 


every endeavor to arrange to relinquish that building without depriving 


the public schools of any material advantage.
